One thing Hie hay fever patient 
owes to himself is to know what 
plants cause his distress and to 
know what they look like. 
If every hay fever victim could 
Identify the offending plant, perhaps 
Instead of admiring the appearance 
of some graceful greens growing 
along the fence of his yard, or in 
the vacant lot acros.s the street, 
he might lliink only of the stinging 
eyes, the running nose, the wheez­ 
ing and stuffines.s they cause. Then 
he would gel to work and cut thenij 
down and bum them, and perhaps 
j 
mitigate some of his agony. 
For if 
there is any 
one 
sure 
thing about the disease it is that 
the heaviness, tiie concentration and 
the 
amount of the pollen in the 
air, determines the amount of dis­ 
tress. Many patients get no relief 
from vaccine treatment 
just 
be­ 
cause the pollination is too heavy 
during the season they tried the 
treatment, or because there are too 
many hay fever plants around their 
homes. 
Most hay fever is caused by rag­ 
weed. But in most parts of the 
country there are complicating fac­ 
tors—which 
means 
other 
plants 
whose pollen cause hay fever andi 
lo which many persons are sensi­ 
tive, as well as to ragweed. 
In 
other words, they have a double or 
multiple sensitiveness. 
What these other plants are has 
been the lifelong study of O. C. 
Durham, a botanist, who has done 
fine work in the determination of 
the amount of pollen in the air in 
different seasons 
in 
the 
I. nited 
States. He has .iust published his 
findings in a medical journal. 
Only a few states have no rag­ 
weed—California. Washington. Ari­ 
zona and New' !^lexico. Canada has 
very little, in most parts none. For 
practical purposes Colorado, Idaho, 
northern Michigan, Montana, Utah, 
western 
Texas have 
none—or so 
little as hardly to count. 
But all states have some other 
hay fever-producing plant. The most 
frequent is lamb’s quarter. 
It is 
found 
very 
little 
in 
the 
eastern 
part of the 
country, 
but grows in 
considerable profusion in the very 
states that are free from ragw'eed.

Comb-Dubbing Time 
To 
avoid 
trouble 
with 
frozen 
combs on male birds and 
conse­ 
quent loss of fertility, many poul­ 
try keepers dub. or cut, the combs 
of males that are to be saved over 
as 
breeders—especially 
Leghorns, 
Minorcas and 
other 
breeds that 
have large combs. 
Summer is the 
time for the job. says a writer in 
Country Gentleman, and It is best 
to do it w'hile males are about half 
grown. Ordinary tailor shears may 
be used. 
One cut is made to re­ 
move the points and major portion 
of the comb at the base, and an­ 
other cut to take off the larger por­ 
tion of the blade. 
A third cut re­ 
moves the major portion 
of the 
w'attle. 
One method of 
stopping 
the bleeding Is to take a feather 
from the bird and lay it along the 
cut surface; but the most satisfac­ 
tory method is to apply iron sub­ 
sulphate to the bleeding surface, 
making sure that none of it reaches 
the mouth of the bird, for death 
will result if any is swallowed.

the brainw'ork, Colvin said.

that announcement of Bailey’s cap­ 
ture w'as deferred. 
Colvin said the route taken by the 
kidnapers when they spirited Ur­ 
schel to the Tex as hideout may 
never be known but “ it seemed 
likely they drove around for hours 
over back roads in efforts to con­ 
fuse the victim.” 
The trip from 
Oklahoma City to the hideout can 
be made in about four hours of fast 
driving but Urschel told authori­ 
ties he was on the road about 14 
hours.
